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EUROPE. 

London, Fob. 21.— In thu commons to- 
day O'Brien argued that crime in Ireland 
wns distinctly traceable to eviction and 
tlio tyrannical administration of tho law 
by tho Dublin castle officials. His .speech 
was most violent and was cheered by a 
few Pornollites. The other members re- 
mained silent. 

Dublin, Feb. 21.— Since Carey's dis- 
closures many Irish Americans and farm- 
ers' sons are leaving for America. 

IS. Dwyer Gray, owner of tho Fveemanus 
Journal, when chairman of-tho municipal 
health committee, charged Carey with 
conspiracy. 

The first letter of condolence that Miss 
llnrko recoived after the murdor of her 
brother', was from James Carey. 

London, Fob. 22.— Condort Bros., so- 
licitors, of Paris, have tolegraphed the 
following on behalf of General McAdams 
supposed to be the " No. 1 " mentioned 
at tho examination of the Irish conspira- 
tors: " 1 wish to make a public emphatic 
denial of the infamous assertion made 
against me regarding tlio Irish conspiracy 
— I have to day invited inquiry into the 
latter at the hands of the British embassy 
and taken steps to ascertain the source ot 
the libel." 

The A"i ins says: Parnellites aro greatly 
dissatisfied with Pariioll's intention to 
move an amendment to the address in re- 
ply to a speech from tho throne arraign- 
ing tho e'ccutive of Ireland for the ad- 
ministration of crimes. 

Dublin. Feb. 22.— It is stated that the 
government is in possession of documents 
connected with the land league which af- 
ford a clue to where the funds of the land 
league went so rapidly. 

Cork, Feb. 22. —John E. O'Brien and 
ex-suspects Hodmith and Gilhooly, whose 
sentences are imprisonment for using in- 
timidating language against landlords and 
who wero at largo recently, have been ar- 
rested to undergo their punishment. 

DruLiN, Feb. 22. — Tlio Freeman's 
Journal says the polico now consider it 
futile to continuo to guard judges and 
other officers. 

London, Feb. 22. — Marshal Ba/.aino's 
book entitled " Episodes of the war of 
1870 and the siege of Met/," is dedicated 
to ex-queen Isabella, of Spain. Among 
the documents which appear in the work 
aro Bazaine'a autograph report to Emper- 
or Napoleon and his letter to Eugenie, 
dated September 14, 1870, advising her 
to take a horse and assume command of 
the Metz division. 

Paris, Fob. 22. — It is said the French 
admiral at Madagascar station has been 
ordered to suppress vigorously any at- 
tempts to resist tho rights of Franco on 
tho island. 

Hamburg, Feb. 22. — The house ofbur- 
gesses by a veto of 134 to 14, adopted the 
compromise scheme for uniting Hamburg 
with tho German customs union. 

Rome, Feb. 22. — In the chamber of 
deputies tho minister of justice gavo no- 
tice that ho intended to proposo severer 
penalties against the libels of tho press. 

The president of the council, replying 
to an attack by Cavallahi, radical, said he 
only did his duty in calling attention to 
tho excesses and anarchy of the press. 1 

Nuw Yohk, Feb. 21." — A Herald cable 
— The St. Jamai Gazette says: Wo find, 
associated with tho land leaguers, that 
Mr. Sheridan is tho man whoso inlluenco 
with tho moonlighters in going through 
the country and stopping outrages was 
tho price paid by Parnell and his friends 
to the government for their release from 
Kilmainham, in tho bargain known as 
the "Kilmainham compact." It is all 
very well to say thatl'arnell and his party 
may now bo under fearful responsibility, 
because it is true to say it, but what of 
tho "other party which stood by at the 
timo when the murder of Forstor, Earl 
Cowper and Burko was already planned, 
and scourged tho eara of all true liberals 
with the cry for making a clean sweep of 
tho castle ? And what of the leaders of 
that party, well knowing as they did from 
Forstor, chief secretary for Ireland, and 
all members of tho cabinet, what they 
were about 7 Tho traffic with Parnell to 
buy off for a time did not destroy the 
murder policy which Carey's evidence 
really made no clearer than it was before. 
Even if all the invinciLles wero under 
lock and key thore would remain two 
hundred other desperadoes who are all 
pledged to assassinate, on penalty of death 
for disobedience. These men aro most of 
them still at large, and some of them are 
probably in London to-day. Tho precau- 
tions which aro taken to preserve the 
ministers from assassination, show that 
the authorities are well aware that tho 
criminals still cherish projects of murder. 
That iB the appalling fact which we have 
to face, and the satisfaction at the success 
of the Irish executive in hunting down 
tho assassins in Dublin should not lead to 
a moment's relaxation of the oxortions to 
discover and punish assassins, whoso 
headquarters may be within a stone's 
throw of tho castle yard. 

London, Feb. 21. — Tho American 
schooner Pilot's Bride was totally wreck- 
ed at Devastation Island. Only four of 
tho crew were saved. They lauded at 
Capetown. 

Dlulin, Feb. 21. — Tho disclosures of 
the informers will enable tho police to 
seizo other persons connected with the 
crime. Joseph Smith, who pointed out 
Burke to the assassins, was closer to tho 
murdorers than Carey, and can give oven 
more direct evidence at the trial. 

Paris, Fob. 21.— Tho new cabinet is 
ns follows: Ferry, priino ministor and 
minister of public instruction; Challemol 
Lecour, foreign affairs; Waldeck llossoau, 
intorior; Martin Fouille, justice; Charles 
Brun, marine; Melino, agriculture; Her- 
lison, commerce; Cochery, post and tele- 



graphs; Raynall, public works; Tirard, 
finance . 

London, Fob. 23. [lartington express- 
ed surprise at Parnell's silence, which was 
an admission that a prima facie caso had 
been established against the Irish leaders. 
The government has no intontion of in- 
troducing any measures for an extensive 
change of policy with regard to Ireland 
that will bo likely to arouse a strong fool- 
fueling and absorb the ti»>>. of the 
house. Uo asked tho house whether 
thore was ground for argument with re- 
gard to the policy of the government to 
choose Gorst's amendment, which, if car- 
ried, would have the pffect uf removing 
the ministry from office. 

Parnell said: "Forstor ought to be 
ashamed for traducing him. lie declined 
to reply to Forstnr's questions, and charg- 
ed that gentlemen with having asked him 
(Parnell) to disclose tho secrets of his as- 
sociates. If Forstor believed tho articles 
published in tho Irish World wero likely 
to incite crime why had ho not stopped 
the circulation of that paper / Ho Com- 
pared the responsibility of Forster, who 
had read the articles and believed what 
the result would bo, to that of himself, 
who never read them, though they wore 
brought against him. Justin McCarthy, 
member for Lonford, has written Forster, 
informing him that he will personally at- 
tack him during a speech, which Mc- 
Carthy intends to make m the House of 
Commons. " 

Sir Stafford Northcote has given notice 
that he will move for tho appointment of 
a committee to inquire into tho matter of 
tho release of Parnell, Dillon and O'Kol- 
ly from Kilmainham jail. Northcote said 
the opposition would meet tho govern- 
ment's challenge anil he would state in 
what manner to-morrow. Parnell moved 
to adjourn. 

The government will move the appoint- 
ment of a committee to inquire into the 
expediency of the construction of a chan- 
nel tunnel. 

The chief secretary for Ireland stated 
that a shorthand writer present at the 
examination of witnesses in Dublin castle 
said they wore not threatened nor prof- 
fered drink. 

Tho government has again asked Spain 
to release Cuban refugees surrendered at 
Gibralter. 

Dublin, Feb. 23. During the past few 
hours the authorities have recoived valu- 
able information, and now positively 
identify '.'No. 1." Mrs. Carey is complete- 
ly boycotted since sho turned informer. 
Net one tenant has paid rent, and noticis 
aro chalked on the doorsteps warning 
persons not to pay runt to the "ouriod in- 
former. "

HOMESTEAD AMENDMENT ACT. 

An act to amend the Homestead 
Amendment Act 18713, provides that sec- 
tion 1 of the Homestead Amendment Act 
1873, be amended by adding after tho 
figures 1367, at the end thereof, words to 
tho effect that no goods or chattels, ex- 
cepting household furniture and wearing 
apparol of the sottler or his family to tho 
value of one hundred and fifty dollars, 
and no more, shall be so exempted, un- 
less an inventory of the same, with a de- 
scription thereof, and the house or other 
place where the same is situate, shall 
have been filed as hereinafter directod 
before the judgment, decrees or order 
shall have been obtainod in respect of 
which a seizure shall have been made of 
any goods or chattels which shall be 
claimed as being exempted from seizure. 
The filing of such inventory only protects 
the property named therein at the place 
mentioned in the inventory. 

The inventory shall bo in duplicate and 
shall bo filed with the proper officer ap- 
pointed to receive and file bills of sale of 
personal estate in tho district whore the 
person resides, one of such inven- 
tories to bo forwarded to the Re- 
gistrar General. The registrar general 
shall cause such inventories filed in his 
oftico, to bo numbered numerically and 
shall keep a b >ok with the descriptions of 
persona tiling inventories in alphabetical 
order, such book to be accessible to per- 
sona seeking information. A table of 
blank fees is appended and the terms 
"Vancouver Island" and "Mainland" 
are defined. 

CREDITORS RELIEF ACT. 

Tho Act repeals tho Creditors Keliof 
Act 1880 both as to pending executions 
and future ones. The second clause pro- 
vides that ill caso any writ of fieri facias, 
against goods or lands, any clerk, ser- 
vant, laborer, or workman to whom the 
execution debtor or person against whom 
the process issues is indebted for salary 
or wages, may apply by summons in 
chambers to a judge of the court out of 
which tho process issues, and it shall be 
lawful for such judgo upon such applica- 
tion and upon proof of the claim, to order 
so much as shall be duo to him from tho 
execution debtor for salary or wages not 
exceeding three months' arrears ami not 
exceeding one hundred and fifty dollars, 
to be paid to the applicant out of the pro- 
ceeds, if any, of the execution, in prefer- 
once to tho claim of the execution credi- 
tor, and Buch sheriff, or other ollicer, 
having charge of tin' execution, shall obey 
such order on pain of attachment. 

LIQUOR LICENSES. 

An act relating to the granting of liquor 
licenses provides, 1st, that notwithstand- 
ing any ordinance, etc. ,to the contrary, ap- 
plications for retail licenses shall only he 
made to a Licensing Court held in the 
electoral district in which aro situate the 
promises in respect whereof the license is 
sought; and no Justice of the Peace who 
doos not ros-ide in the electoral district 
wherein the application shall bo made 
shall sit or vote upon the application, or 
sign or grant any certificate or license in 
respect of such application . 



Eastern. Canada. 

(I'er steaiuer North Pacific.) 

Mr. Otto Weeks, ex attorney general of 
Nova Scotia, who is charged with shout- 
ing at his wife, appeared in the police 
court at Halifax on the 7th instant, to 
answer to a charge of shooting at his ser- 
vant girl. 

The Nova Scotia legislature was opened 
on tho 8th instant. 

The office of assistant commissioner of 
inland revenue, vacated by Mr. Miall, 
who has been appointed commissioner, 
will not be filled. 

The Grand Trunk yardmen's strike at 
Stratford has terminated, an amicable set- 
tlement having been effected with the au- 
thorities of the road. 

Judge Mackenzie, the well known senior 
judge of the York County court, died in 
Toronto on the 8th instant. 

Grand Trunk railway officials have in- 
terviewed the Dominion government and 
urged objections to a charter being grant- 
ed to the Niagara Peninsula Bridge Co., 
to build a now bridge across the Niagara 
river near the falls, The proposed bridge 
is promoted by the Canada southern rail 
way. 

It is reported at Winnipeg that Mr. K. 
P. Leacock, M.P.P. for Birtle, will suc- 
ceod Senator Gerard as minister of agri- 
culture in tho local government. 

Mr. Isidore Leblanc, M.P.P. for Rich- 
mond, has been appointed a member of 
Nova Scotia government in the place of 
the late Dr. Campbell. 

Jt is stated that one hundred and fifty 
bodies were stolon from sraveyards in the 
vicinity of Montreal during the winter, 
brought to that city, and one half sent to 
tho States for the medical schools there. 

Hamilton, Feb. 21.— John Gibson, 
deputy sheriff, has been arrested for em- 
bezzling funds of the office. 

Toronto, Feb. 22.— The government 
orders the prosecution of all who accepted 
money for tho return of the bodies found 
in tho medical colleges. 

Ottawa, Feb. 6.— On Sunday evening 
last Mrs. Beaudoin, of Castor, Itussel 
county, left her three young children play- 
ing in the r >om whore a large stove was 
burning, to go to a neighbor's for a few 
minutes. The children were aged respec- 
tively five, three, and a boy about seven 
months of age. During the mother's ab- 
sence, the clothes of the second eldest 
caught fire, and the child in its excite- 
ment ran so close to the cradle that the 
blankets caught. The eldest, a boy, with 
great presence of mind, while attempting 
to extinguish tho tire fast roasting his 
younger brother, noticed tho cradle in 
ilames. He grabbed the baby and rush- 
ing to a barrel of water immersed tho 
baby and saved its life. His own cloth- 
ing by this time had caught, and he him- 
self jumped into the barrel and exting- 
uished tho llames. The second eldest 
was burned to a crisp. Tho mother ar- 
rived in timo to save the house from total 
destruction.

Canada. 

Ottawa, Fob. 22. — In the commons 
Sir John Macdonald, speaking, of asso- 
ciating his name with tho governor gener- 
alship, said he had no aspiration in that 
direction. Tho Queen's representative 
in Canada stands above parties, and holds 
a balance between them. It is in this 
feature or system that wc have tho advan- 
tage of tho United States. Thoro the 
president is the object of bitter political 
controversy from tho time he becomes a 
candidate until the election is held. It 
would be a great misfortune if the present 
system should bo altered. I am happy 
to believo that there is not the slightest 
chance of any such change. 

Montreal, Fob. 22. — An immomo 
sensation has been created in Canada by 
an English adventurer, representing him- 
self as tho Right Honorable Earl of Can- 
tyre, Cantyro Castlo, Perth, Scotland, 
carrying off an heiress worth §200,000, 
named Chall'ey, tho only child of tho late 
John Chafiby, of the city of Perth, Out., 
a lumber king. Tho fellow, whoso real 
name is John George Bruce Allen, turns 
out to be a son of a church of England 
clergyman in Sussex, London, and met 
the young lady ill Rome, Italy, and by 
some means got her history and subse- 
quently made her acquaintance. When 
she left the continent for home, whore 
she resided with her uncle, her admirer 
followed her in haste to the Dominion 
and proceeded to Perth. He was well 
supplied with money, and lie spent it 
lavishly. Mis lordship was received hos- 
pitably by his inamorata's friends without 
tho least suspicion of his truthfulness 
and honor. Alter remaining a few days 
he proposed a trip to the Montreal carni- 
val, and invited the whole household, 
including an uncle and aunt of Miss 
Chaflby and their two daughters. Not 
content with ordering a conveyance, he 
chartered a special train for which he 
paid $300, and brought his friends bore 
where ho had telegraphed to St. Law- 
rence hall to keep him a whole suite of 
private rooms. There was a gay time on 
tho journey, and, in all, rounds of 
gaiety and amusement. Between 5 and 
ii o'clock in tho afternoon preceding tho 
great ball, Lord Cantyro and Miss Chaf- 
fey managed to elude, for a while, the 
vigilance of the hitter's chaperonc. The 
same afternoon the Rev. Mr. Galbraight, 
of the Methodist church, was called upon 
at his resilience, by a young couple, who 
requested him to make them man and 
wifo. Tho gent Ionian was accompanied 
by a lawyer, and produced a license 
drawn up in a proper form. He stated 
the lady was from the country. The cer- 
emony was performed, the lawyer and 
Carter acting as witnesses. The gentle- 
man signed his name try the regular reg- 
ister as John George Bruco Allen, and 
the newly married pair then took them- 
selves off. All parties in the union were 
rewarded by large fees. When the time 
came for departure to the ball, Lord Can- 
tyre and wife refused to accompany the 
party, making some slight excuse for 
thus changing their minds. Next day 
the whole party returned to Perth, Ins 
lordship engaging a parlor car especially 
for their comfort. He left no debts be- 
hind, being well prepared, apparently, to 
carry out his scheme successfully. (hi 
returning to Perth, something came out 
that aroused suspicions of the fellow's 
representations, and Lord Lome was ap- 
plied to in Ottawa, about his country man 
and fellow peer. Tho announcement 
cvme out immediately that no such title 
was known in British peerage as Cantyro, 
and the party mUBt be a swindler and 
rogue. In tho explanations that follow- 
ed, documents came forth about the se- 
cret marriage here, and caused such an 
uproar among the lady's friends that 
they wore at court to lynch him, but the 
impOBter had decamped. The family ar- 
rived here yesterday to make inquiries, 
and found through lawyers that the knot 
was well tied, but as it was accomplished 
through false representations regarding 
age, it can be annulled by tho courts, 
and the bride agrees to discard him.

Tho police so far are unable to 
find a single eyo witness who can givo a 
rational account of the affair. 

Portland, Feb. 23. — Frank Wheeler, 
a well-known saloon-koupor, rode to the 
city jail in a hack at 2:30 this morning 
and surrendered himself to tho polico. 
He said his pistol had killed tho man 
Schwarz, at tho Palace Theater barroom, 
and he gavo the following story : "I went 
into the barroom and started up Btaire. A 
stranger began abusing me; he seized a 
chair and struck at me; I dodged him ; he 
seized a chair again, when I drew a revol- 
ver; just as I got it out the chair struck 
my hand, discharging tho revolver, and 
the bullet hit a man twenty feet away in 
another corner of tho room."

Inquiry Into tho Loss of tho Tacoxaa. 

San Francisco, Feb. 23.— Tho official 
enquiry into tho stranding of this fine 
now steamer off Coos Bay commenced to- 
day. Capt. Kortz noticed that 9 o'clock 
in the morning tho deviation of tho com- 
pass was three degrees east. There was 
some difference between the Btandardcom- 
pass on the bridge and the pilot house 
compass, amounting to about seven do- 
grees on south by south, the last course, 
and deviations of three-eighths of a point 
in tho standaid compass from the truo 
courso. Coming ujwii ihoatraits of Fuca 
he found the bearings did not correspond 
with the deviation card, which was not 
rectified, though it is customary to put 
right orders in wiiting. This was not 
done. That night the vessel struck. Ho 
was asked what was the latitude and lon- 
gitude of tho vessel the day previous. Tho 
captain hesitated considerably, and final- 
ly said he had forgotten. The engineer 
had not reported relative to tho number 
of revolutions, as he was in the habit of 
going down into the engine room and ob- 
serving the speed of iho vessel, lie gavo 
orders to have a certain speed maintained 
which soinotimos was kept and other 
times not. His last orders woro to keep 
tho vessol at fifty rerolutiona per minuto. 
lie afterward saw tho speed was too great 
and orderod it reduced to forty revolu- 
tions. The chief engineer disobeyed this 
order because he had nut been consulted 
in the matter. The first intimation ho 
had that the steamer was near shore was 
when sho struck. 



Sir Aloxandor Gait on tho Food 
Supply. 

London, Fob. '.).- -Sir Alexander Gait 
addressed the annual meeting of tho Liv- 
erpool Chamber of Commerce to-day, and 
dwelt chiefly upon the importance of tho 
colonial trade to Britain. He pointed 
out the strong necessity for England to 
continue to receive food and raw materi- 
als at tho lowest possible prices. At 
present it is impossible to feed the empire 
from thu products of its own possessions, 
but wo find it to our interest to develop 
the colonies as rapidly as possible, and 
to use every effort to retain tho surplus 
population na customers in tho colonies. 

Tho Daily Boat. 

The Pugot Sound steamboats will make 
daily tri pa to Victoria after May the 1st; 
but unless a sufficient subsidy is given by 
the Dominion government tho mails will 
be brought and taken only throe times a 
week, aa at present . This matter should 
bo looked to. It will scarcely answer the 
commercial requirements of the place not 
to have a daily mail when wo have a daily 
boat. 

Cathedral School Hall Bazaar — 
This sale of fancy and plain work will 
take place on Tuesday next at tho new 
Cathedral School Hall. Tho articles are 
said to be more than usually choice, es- 
pecially the crowol work. As the goods 
aro always marked at a very low prices, 
and aro well known to be first class in 
every respect, a rapid salo is sure to be 
effected. 

Indian Liquor Law. — H. D. Saund- 
ers was fined 850 at Esquimalt yesterday 
with $10 costs upon conviction, on a 
charge of selling liquor to IndianB; the 
alternative was throo months' imprison- 
ment. The defendant is out on bail, and 
it is Baid intends to appeal tho case.

The Remarkable Six cial Telcaram Strut to 
the .Veto Xvrk " HeraltU" 
[From th» Now York Htjr.] 

Wo were discussing, at tho club, tho 
device of Stephen Fiske to hold tho tel- 
egraph wires by sending tho Bible 
through to tho Hrrald, as represented 
in tho play of " Michael Strogoff," when 
Mr. F'iske himself strolled in and was 
importuned to givo us the facts. "It 
isn't much of a story," said ho; " but aa 
it has been told in a dozen different 
ways, in newspapers, magazines and 
novels, you might os well have the truth 
of it. Ou arriving at the Clifton House, 
Niagara Falls, with tho Priuco of Wales, 
in 1800, I found that tho telegraph oilico 
was not opon on Sunday, so I paid the 
operator 810 and bis office expenses to 
sent my Sunday message. While I was 
writing the message, a Tribune reporter 
came in and wanted tho operator to tele- 
graph his news, which tho operator de- 
clined to do. Then, instead of asking 
me for a chance at tho wires, the Tribune. 
fellow went to tho Hon. John Hose, then 
Premier of Canada, and one tho Di- 
rectors of tho telegraph company, and 
obtained a written order which the 
operator dared not disobey, that the 
Tribune message must bo sent when 
mine was completed. As tho Tribune 
did not use telegraph much then, 
I concluded that there must bo some 
important nows alloat which I mil t 
gain timo to procure. Besides, 1 re- 
sented tho idea that a Canadian Premier 
should interfere between two American 
papers and issue nn ex-parto order. So 
I callod the operator's attention to the 
phrase, ' when Mr. Fiske's message in 
completed,' and, us soon as that idea 
was well into his head, I informed him 
that he might tell the Tribune man that 
my meinage would not bo completed 
until Monday morning. Then 1 tele- 
graphed my news ; then my mail letter; 
then saved Howard his postage by add 
Lug his letter to the Times, and theu 
looked about for more ammunition. The 
only two books I could find at the 
hotel woro the Bible and ' Claude Du- 
val, tho Dashing Higwayman,' so I 
asked tho operator which he would pre- 
fer. Ho answered so profuuely that I 
thought a doso of tho Bible would do 
him good. But, instead of commencing 
with the first chapter of Genesis, as 
Jules Vorue describes, I selected a part 
of tho first chapter of Matthew, and 
bugged tho operator to be very particu- 
lar about tho names. Have you a Bible 
hero? Thanks. This is tho stylo of 
the thing : 

"'AndJudah begat Pharos and Znr- 
of Thamar ; and Pharos begat Esrom , 
and Esrom begat Aram ; and Arum be- 
gat Aminidab ; and Amiuidnb begat 
Nuason ; and Naason begat Salmon ; 
and Salmon begat Booz of Rachub ; 
and Booz begat Obed of Butb ; and 
Obed begat J esse.' 

"There was about a column of that, 
and then I skipped over to tho last chap- 
tor but one of Revelation and wrote out 
some more nice names for him. Horn is 
a Bpociuieu : 

" ' Tho first foundation was jasper, 
tho second sapphire, the third a ehulee- 
dnony, tho fourth uu emerald, the tifih 
sardonyx, the sixth sardius, the seventh 
chrysolyte, the eighth beryl, the ninth 
a topaz, tho tenth a chrysoprasus, the 
eleventh a jacinth, tho twelfth an ame- 
thyst. 

" Before I bad entered this chapter it 
was after 2 o'clock in tho morning, and 
Rochester telegraphed to me that the 
wires were down. So I paid my bill and 
weut to bed, leaving tho Tribune repor- 
ter fuming in tho bar- room and wonder- 
ing what Frederick Hudson would say 
when he read my Bible message. All 
day Monday there was an ominous 
silence. Then, on Tuesday, the Tribuni 
was kind enough to publish an editorial 
telling the story and demanding my dis.

Everybody laughed 
at the joke ; I hod good cause to laugh 
with them, and tho Tribune man has 
never oeasod to abuse me since, although 
he haa long ago left tho country." 



Eastorn Statos. 

Washington, Feb. 2'J. --A scandal is 
current and has got into tho newspapers 
about the President , but there aro no facts 
known to any one to justify insinuations. 
Ho has shown some attentions to tho wife 
of an official high in one of tho depart- 
ments which, though entirely unexcep- 
tionable as far aa anyone knows, have been 
enough to Bet tongues of male and female 
gossips wagging on tho sly, and sub rosa 
tho President's intimacy with the family 
of tho lady has long been known and 
often Bpoken of, and includes tho entire 
family, and there was no evidence of in- 
discretion about it. That he had often 
made early and informal calls at tho houso 
of the lady in question has also been fre- 
quently stated in Washington correspond- 
once, and no attempt at secrecy, and the 
lady's husband and her father, who is in 
even a higher position than her husband, 
remained on the most intimate personal 
and official terms with tho President. 
Nobody professes to know anything dis- 
creditable to tho distinguished persons 
whose reputations are trifled with. They 
havo only heard somebody say something 
or other, and this kind of talk has been 
passed around in an underhand way for 
many months. Tho lady mentioned in 
connection with the Presidential scandal 
is tho daughter of Secretary Frelinghuy- 
son. 

A Pittsburg paper contains a highly- 
colorod account of tho alleged disgraceful 
scandal in which President Arthur and 
First Assistant Secrotary of State Davia 
aro mentioned as the principal actors. 
It is rumored in this city to-day that this 
trouble culminated this afternoon in an 
assault upon the President by Mr. Davis. 



A It US SI A y JOURNEY. 

A Practical arid Co)nparative Vietv of th* 
Country and Its People. 

Tho Hon. S. S. Car, describing a 
journey in Russia, says : 

Large towns at groat intervals, and 
villages in plenty, appear, with long 
infor-plains, as before. Some cities are 
passed with hard Russian titles, and 
Roman history and prehistoric tumuli. 
Earthquakes appear — old bulwarks be- 
tween contending und barbaric races ; 
Tartar relics and Cossackbattlo-grounds, 
and proofs of old nomadio raids from 
tho heart of populous Asia, close upon 
tho frontier, where tho early Normans 
fixed their limits of conquest, not to 
speak of recent fortresses, where Pole 
and Russian fought for supremacy, and 
tho Crimean Khans contended with their 
eouquerors. These servo to break the 
monotony of wheat and the blackness 
of the furrowed ground. At la3t the 
Jerusalem of Russia, Kief the sacred, 
looms upon our sight to dispol tho same- 
ness of tho land. Its history is that of 
the Norman knight, and is coeval with 
the riso of Chistianity, where Grand 
Dukes with Russian names bogau to 
build churches and make conquests. 
Horo is tho Ukraine of tho early centu- 
ries, tho very land of tho Cossack and 
tho Polo, the border land where Greek 
and Catholic made treatios as to their 
faith, and, after breaches and collisions, 
aud with many a wall und cnstlo, built by 
skill and ruined by conflict — after all 
was over, left to Kief a splendid name, 
only equaled in Russian ecclesiastical 
annals by Moscow, aud in secular great- 
ness by St. Petersburg. We had a fine 
view of this town of 100,000 people as 
wo approached it upon the rail. It is 
situated upon a noble bluff of the wide 
Dneiper, which is spanned by a bridge 
equaled iu no land and by no engineer- 
ing. 

Its fortress is a romantic picture, which 
is photographed forever on my mind. 
Trees and gardens, monastery and dome 
give to Kiof and its suburbs a beauty 
which relieves our long journey of its 
tedium. We feel, too, that wo aro nest- 
ing tho south, with its warm, olassio 
memories, and yet this is the seat where 
Perun, Horsa and o ther heathen gods 
exacted their idol worship from its earl- 
iest inhabitants. Here, too, many a 
picture, fresco, obelisk and pillar have 
been unearthed or uuwhitewashed to re, 
vive the artistic glories of the ancient 
hierarchy, which once held spiritual 
dominion at Kief as its source, center 
and capital. In its monasteries and 
churches are monuments of Mazoppa, 
Iho far-famed Hetman of the Poles, 
r.hile outside these sacred buildings, or 
from their roofs of green and red, rise 
gilded domes like those which make 
Moscow, liko Memnon, musical with 
harmony of celestial spectra. 

Interesting, too, are tho catacombs of 
St. Anthony, in tho excavation of the 
limestone cliffs which wo poroeive hang- 
ing above the broad Dnieper. Pass 
within their torch-begrimmed caves, aud 
you w ill see, horror of horrors 1 not John 
the Terrible, for we have loft tiim in the 
rear, we trust forever, but human bodies 
iu open coffins, arranged in niches, and 
dressed, these cadavers, in costly gar- 
ments ! You may kiss, if inclined, ttioir 
bony fingers. Their names aro written 
with their virtues, over their several 
Bepulchers. Somo of these martyrs had 
immured themselves when alive, leaving 
apertures to receive their food, until 
nature gave thorn final respite. It is 
said that 200,000 pilgrims annually visit 
these horrible wonders of this wondrous 
religious land. Let us away again to 
tho plains, for the fresh air is already 
laden with saline salubrity from the 
Black sea. Thistles indicate a less fruit- 
ful soil ; and tho sorghum grows in spar- 
ser rows and of smaller size. A few 
strange birds— storks— stand about ob- 
serving the peasants gamer the grain, 
and picking up a living undisturbed by 
gun or boy, in places whoro tho thresh- 
ing is being done ; the air is clouded 
with multitudes of little birds, who make 
thoir feasts off the harvest. 



Arizona. 

Tucson, Feb. 22. — Great excitement 
provails here over a remarkable silver 
discovery 20 miles south of this place, in 
tho Panto Ilisto mountains. Tho ore 
crevice is over 100 feet wide and over a 
mile long, and the average valuo of the 
oro is §275 per ton. The ore is sulphates 
and also oxtensivo rich sand. Haifa mil- 
lion is estimated to bo in sight.

CHINA AKD JAPAN. 

Trouhlo Rottfoon the Tvro Nations 
Bro-winff, and "War May Tot 
Ensuo. 

Earthquakes and volcanic disturbances 
are unusually numerous in Japan. 

An official communication from China, 
of a very threatening charactor, is be- 
lieved to havo been received by the Jap- 
anese government, relating to Cores and 
Loo Choo. Although the dispatches are 
kept secret, their existence and hoftilo 
character aro not denied by those who 
should possess the fullo.it. information. 

It is stated iu some high quarters that 
tho news of the American acceptance of 
the Corean treaty, will probably prove 
the most important obstacle to warlike 
demonstrations from China, because that 
treaty places tho United States in tho 
same position as Japan, with respncl to 
the recognition of Corean independence, 
which is the point of China's contention. 

The now year opens, with signs of 
governmental feebleness and discord, at- 
tributed partly to Prince King's with- 
drawal from public affairs, partly to tho 
withdrawal of Wong from tho privy 
council, and partly to the relegation of 
foreign business almost exclusively to Li 
Hung Chang, who persists ill remaining 
at Tion Tain, owing to a powerful cabal 
organizod against him in the capital. His 
isolated position at Tion Tain leaves him 
practically without interference in the 
management of foreign affairs, especially 
thoso of Corea. His recent communica- 
tions with tho king of Corea assume per- 
fect equality between tho monarch and 
the Chinese statesman, and tend directly 
to place Corea in tho position of a Chi- 
nese province. Li's anger at Japan is 
now wholly unconcealed. How far it is 
shared by Pekisg authorities is not defin- 
itely known. The best informed author- 
ities still refuBe to believe war will ensue. 
The domestic feebleness of the Peking 
government ia aliown in frequent disre- 
gard or disobedience of its orders by lo- 
cal authorities.
